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HOW THE WORLD WAGS. 


HE KING on Monday received a deputation of 
American ladies representing the committee of the 
hospital-ship Maine, and accepted from them a gold 
medal, originally intended to be presented to Queen 
Victoria, in commemoration of the services rendered 

by that vessel to British sick and wounded in South Africa 
arid China. It is understood that His Majesty, in thanking 
the delegates for the memento and the accompanying 
uddress, expressed the hope that the Maine would always 
remain as a lasting link of imendship between this country 
and the United States. 


The Queen presented certificates of membership, at 
Marlborough House on July 19, to a number of nurses who 
have joined the Royal National Pension Fund. .The 
recipients, who belong to the eighth and ninth thousand 
members, were all in nurses’ uniform, and wore the armiets 
designel by the Queen herself, showing the Danish national 
colours—red and white.. Altogether 540 nurses were to 
receive certificates.

The increasing nur t 
of those interested in Arctic and Antarctic exp'oration ^ 
naturally just now intensely concerned respecting t 
safety of the gallant Lieutenant, who left Smith's Sound 
July 7, 1898, The third and last Peary relief expeditio 
has just sailed from Sydney, Nova Scotia, and the admire 
of the well-known explorer are very anxious that they m: 
glean some tidings on this their final voyage. Our I m 
tration on page 58 comprises portraits of Lieutenant Pear 
Mrs. Peary, and their little daughter, together with a sket 
of the Windward. 


The Peary Arctic Club has not yet lost hol 
regarding the safety of the Lieutenant In the course Da 
an interview, Mr. Bridgeman, the secretary, expressed t 
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ief that ke had no misgivings as to the explorer's safety, 
- no word had been received from him since March 
1900. Their chief concern, Mr. Bridgeman said, was for 
Mrs. Peary and her daughter, of whorn nothing has been 
heard since they embarked at Sydney on the Windward for 
the second relief expedition in 1900. 


The “ Windward,” which did duty in the Jackson- 
Hirmsworth expedition, was in March 1898 presented to 
Lieutenant Peary by Mr. Alfred Harmsworth for the 

urposes of his Polar voyage. Before the vessel was 

anded over she was refitted with new engines, boilers, 
rigging, and sails. The Windward returned for supgiies, 
and again sailed from Sydney, with Mrs. Peary on board, 
ust a twelvemonth since." It is feared that the vessel has 
been frozen in, which may account for the dearth of news. 


The Boer War.—As a result of Miss Hobbouse's 
a:counts of the bad state of the. Refugee Camps in South 
Africa, in which the 
authorities have con- 
sidered “it necessary 
to confine many Boer 
women and children, 
in addition to their 
surrendered male rela- 
tives, the Government 
have decided to send 
out Mrs. Faweett to 
examine and report on 
the condition of these 
camps. No better per- 
son could have been 
chosen, and it is very 
satisfactory for us as 
a nation to feel that 
these grievances of the 
wives of our enemies, 
and these accusations 
against our humunity, 
are to be so promptly 
looked into by a com- 

tent and authorised 
lady, whose report will 
be of great weight. 
Much has necessarily 
occurred during this 
long and arduous war 
which must be a cause 
of regret to both sides, 
but it is the desire of 
everyone in England 
that everything right 
should be done, and it . 
will be noted with great satisfaction that, in addition to 
the despatch of Mrs. Fawcett, a committee of leading 
English ladies, including the Premier's daughter, has been 
formed with a view to raising comforts to relieve any neces- 
sary unpleasantness which the Boer women and children 
have to go through at our hands by tbe exigencies of war. 


Reitz, Where Steyn Narrowly Escaped. —The 
reaiing public has been startled just lately by what has 
proved to be an im- 
portant discovery of 
State papers in South 
Africa. Reitz, the 
town where the dis- 
covery was made, is 
some  seventy miles 
east of Kroonstad, and 
about the same dis- 
tance from the Natal 
border. This is one of 
the most interesting 
little towns in the 
Orange Hiver Colony, 
and it has been under- 
stood for some time 
past that Mr. Steyn 
regarded it as his 
"capital." This de- 
cided success was due 
ulmost entirely to 
General Broadwood, 
who succeeded in 
capturing Steyn’s 
brother, and several 
others, the noted ex- 
President escaping in 
his shirt-sleeves, with- 
out either coat or 
boots—as depicted by 
a PI.P. Artist. on 
another page. How 
this interesting little 
town obtained its 
name one cannot yet 
make out. Perchance 
it was named after 
Dr. Reitz, an illustrious State Secretary of the Transvaal 
Republic. This is not the first time a comparatively 
obscure town has suddenly sprung into notoriety and 
played a great part in the history of events. The import- 
ance of these recent captures has not up to the present 
assumed its due proportion. 


Is Aerial Navigation Possible ?—This problem 
has for a long time occupied the attention of the men of 
science of all nationalities. For many years experiments 
have been made, many of which were doomed to failure.

father’s engines. In 1897 


he came to Europe, his 
first feat being to climb 
Mont Blanc. But it was 
not until 1898 that his first 
steerable balloon was made.

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THE SAD SUICIDE OF 
TWO ACTRESSES. 


HE lamentable suicide of Misses Edith and 

Ida Yeoland (to give their stage names 

at their lodgings.in Great Russell Street 

on July 16 evoked profound sympathy 

for their grief-stricken relatives, and occasioned 
deepest regret in theatrical circles, where these 
two remarkably pretty, charming, and amiable 
sisters were known and respected. ‘The rash act 
was inexplicable, for though they may have been 
temporarily disappointed. of an engagement, 
they had made such good progress on the stage 
that with ordinary patience and’ perseverance 
success would have been pretty sure to crown 
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their efforts, and in the meantime their parents 
could have maintained them. 

The mournful story was told at the Coroner’s 
inquest on the 19th inst,, when their sorrowing 
father, Mr. George Bowyer, a silk-merchant 
residing in Ladbroke Road, was the first to

In a pathetic last letter to her mother, Edith 
wrote, among other distressing things, ** We are 
utterly sick of this weary struggle, end our health 
is uttérly agninst us. Misery and misfortune 
seem to be our heritage, aud surely the best 
thing we can do is toseek peace in nothingness." 

The father, in answer to questions by Mr. 
Hemmerde, said that while at Scarborough last 
yeur Edith was attacked with typhoid fever. 
She had afterwards to be treated by a brain 
specialist. 

The coroner, in summing-up, said the case 
was one of the most pathetic he had come 
acro:s. There was no doubt trivial things would 
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upset some people to the point of desperation. 
The jury -returtied a verdict of ‘‘ Suicide while 
temporarily insane.” 

Miss Edith Yeoland had only recently ter- 
minated ‘an engagement at the Globe Theatre, 
where.she had undertaken a small character iu
